Ms. tHttk has been participating 
treatment for addiction and mental health issues at the Mat t Talbot Center since July 
201,0. The Matt Talbot Center is a state-licensed drug treatment facility, which has been 
serving Seattle for over 24 years providing drug and alcohol treatment and case 
management for physical and mental issues on demand at no cost to the participants. 
Drug and alcohol treatment services at the Matt Talbot Center are divided into three 
phases. Phase 1 of the program meets and exceeds state standards for Intensive 
Outpatient treatment, with group and individual treatment services being provided five 
days a week from 8:30 to 2:30. Additionally, all program, members receive education on 
addiction and assistance with life issues they face as a result of addiction. Phase JX and 
III of the program are designed to facilitate rehabilitation and reentry into a clean and 
sober lifestyle.
